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6KI Opposes Parkland Sale; 
Committee Functions Discussed

The GHI townhouse project, officially set in motion last Sat¬ 
urday, came under questioning by some nearby residents at Thurs¬ 
day’s regular board meeting. The board took up most of the rest 
of the meeting debating, with the Select Committee, the latter’s 
area of responsibility. It also expressed a negative reaction to a 
city proposal for acquiring a GHI tract for parkland. 


Gough Resigns Council Post; 
Driveway Approval Postponed

Councilman Gerald Gough resigned from his duties on the 
City Council at its Feb. 17th regular meeting. Reasons for the 
resignation were pressing activities relating to his job as assist¬ 
ant government relations officer for the Washington Metropolitan 
Transit Authority. Council members regretfully accepted Gough’s 
resignation. 


Residents of 3 Court, Laurel Hill 
Roed, voiced complaints, not about 
the new townhouses directly but 
about the inconveniences the pro¬ 
ject would cause them while in 
progress. The townhouses will be 
built to the rear of the court One 
member questioned the need for 
removing part of a sidewalk (in 
front) and digging a trench; chair¬ 
man Charles Schwan explained 
that a sewer line had to be instat¬ 
ed through to the site. Another 
expressed strong concern that no 
trees would be left behind the 
court as a buffer zone. Mainten¬ 
ance supervisor David Kane agreed 
that this was true. Director John 
O’Reilly, while noting that these 
matters had presumably been set¬ 
tled in earlier discussions of the 
project, suggested that it would be 
worthwhile to hold a special meet¬ 
ing with the people who had ques¬ 
tions. This was arranged for Wed¬ 
nesday, February 19. 

Recreation Area 

The city has expressed interest 
in acquiring from GHI the tract 
lying north-east of Ridge Road, 
between Laurel Hill and Plateau 
Place; the land would be slated for 
recreational use. Director Nat 
Shinderman said that he was op¬ 
posed because the area was sur¬ 
rounded by GHI homes, and also 
it could be useful in the corpora¬ 
tion’s long-range development 
plans. Director Keene, Thomas 
White and Milton Hoffman ob¬ 
served that the tract in ques¬ 
tion was already being used 
as a recreational area; the latter 
said "someone ought to compli¬ 
ment the people living nearby, who 
are keeping it clean.” David 
Lange gave argument on the 
other hand, in favor of the city’s 
request - his points were that no 
large scale recreational facility 
existed in the area at present, and 
also that G.H.I. has grown in size. 

A motion by Shinderman was 
passed, however, to inform city 
council of the board’s opposition 
to the sale of the land for use as 
parkland. The matter was also 
placed on the agenda of the joint 
GHI-city committee. 

Select Committee 

Some activities of the Select 
Committee, a blue-ribbon group 
charged with long-range planning, 
were brought in question by 
Schwan. He and Shinderman took 
exception to three things in par¬ 
ticular; a letter of inquiry to 
Government National Mortgage 
Association on financial matters, a 
discussion of debentures (feasi¬ 
bility of borrowing), and a report 
dealing with the possibility of 
the city acquiring G.H.I. land as 
parkland. Schwan complained that 
the latter issue was actually on 
the evening’s agenda (as reported 
above), and both it and the de¬ 
benture question were matters the 
board was presently engaged in 
considering - as such they were 
outside the scope of the committee. 
Shinderman said that the letter 
to G.N.M.A. contained unwarrant¬ 
ed assumptions, one being that 
G.H.I. was a "land development 
business.” 

The members of the Select Com¬ 
mittee, seven of whom were pre¬ 
sent, agreed to some extent with 
the criticism but for their part re¬ 
quested clarification. Director 
Douglas Hawes, also a committee 
member, differed with Schwan on 


whether a given item should or 
should not be considered simultan¬ 
eously by the board and the com¬ 
mittee; he suggested "maybe the 
eommitee felt rapid initiative is 
necessary”, and that it was all right 
as long as the committee reported 
only to the board. Lange noted that 
the debenture and parkland items 
had been developed independently 
by the committee, and that it had 
a different function from other 
G.H.I. committees. Schwan expres¬ 
sed the opinion that more com¬ 
munication was necessary between 
committee and board, so that mat¬ 
ters immediately before the board 
would not be dealt with by both. 

One issue seemed to be whether 
an individual on the committee 
could seek information of different 
kinds without first getting author¬ 
ization from the board. Lange and 
Milton Hoffman felt that for minor 
items this should not be necessary, 
to which Schwan assented. Lange, 
presently acting chairman, asked 
for written guidance from the 
board and Schwan agreed to try to 
provide this. 

Gas Line Conversion 

A proposal to convert some pre¬ 
sently substandard fuel oil lines to 
gas lines was put before the board 
by Breashears and Kane. They 
reported that the gas company 
would put the lines in, whenever 
and wherever a particular oil line 
goes bad. The lines in question run 
from storage tanks to the boiler 
rooms, and have been corroded 
and damaged by tree roots. Kane 
stated that there would definitely 
not be an increase in cost, and 
probably there would be a reduc¬ 
tion in the cost of record-keeping 
of oil levels, and in maintenance. 
Director Hawes asked about pos¬ 
sible danger of gas explosion, but 
Kane replied that this factor has 
been greatly reduced by improve¬ 
ments in the gas utility code. The 
proposal to start oil-to-gas conver¬ 
sion on a pilot project basis was 
approved on a motion by Shinder¬ 
man.

FIRE DAMAGES 
ATHLETIC CLUB 

By a lucky accident, a fire of 
undetermined origin, which caused 
slight damage to "Leo’s Den,” the 
former Athletic Club Building 
near St Hugh’s School and Braden 
Field, was brought under control 
before any major damage could 
occur. Because of the time when 
fire broke out —just after midnight 
on Thursday morning — the fire 
could easily have been overlooked 
in its remote location back from 
the street. As it happened, a 
Greenbelt fireman was driving 
down Crescent on his way to the 
Firehouse, responding to a fire call 
on another case. Catching a glim¬ 
pse of the blaze, he turned in to 
the driveway by the school and 
quickly assessed the situation. 
Driving back to Crescent, he was 
able to flag down a Branchville 
fire engine which was responding 
to the same initial call. The 

Branchville crew put out the fire 
in short order. 

The fire apparently broke out in 
some trash and stored goods which 
had been placed below a window 
in the building. The window frame 
and its plastic cover, replacing a 
broken window pane, were con¬ 

sumed by the flames, as were the 
stored goods directly underneath. 
Some of the roofing on the out¬ 
side of the building was also char¬ 
red and there was smoke damage 
inside the building. 

The building, originally owned by 
the Greenbelt Athletic Club, has 

long been associated with Green¬ 
belt history. It was the scene of 
various youth activities in the 

early days. Later it was used as 
headquarters for the Izaak Walton 
League. In recent years the Lions 
Club has used it for board meet¬ 
ings and other small functions. The 
Club has been planning to reno¬ 
vate the building and install a new 
heating system to make it avail¬ 
able for more general use. At pres¬ 
ent it is mainly used for storage 
purposes.

City Notes 

Greenbelt flags have been flown 
at half mast this week in memory 
of Private William Waitman Gui¬ 
le tt Jr,, of the Prince Georges 
County Police, who was killed by 
a gunshot wound while investigating 
a complaint The victim was the 
son of Mayor William Gullett of 
College Park, long a friend of 
Greenbelt and well known to many 
of its citizens. Representatives 
from the Greenbelt Police Dept 
attended the funeral. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
met recently for a planning session 
with the technical staff of the 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission. Under 
discussion were various matters re¬ 
lating to land acquisition and other 
public improvements. Among these 
was clarification concerning which 
federal and state funds might be 
available for allocation by the 
MNCPPC and also the due dates 
for making application. 

Giese, together with the MNCP¬ 
PC staff, also reviewed the current 
status of the Greenbelt-College 
Park Master Plan, scheduled to be 
presented to the Planning Board 
at their next public meeting and 
then to the District Council. The 
only new changes in the plan as 
regards Greenbelt might be the 
rerouting of Crescent Rd. to angle 
across Parcel 7 should that piece 
of land be acquired by the city 
as part of its park expansion pro¬ 
gram. 

During the recent snowfall the 
Public Works Dept, spread near¬ 
ly 30 tons of salt on city streets— 
or between $400 and $500’s worth. 
During the better weather that fol- 
owed, the city crew constructed a 
concrete bulkhead, or end wall, for 
a storm sewer pipe that had been 
laid last summer to solve a drain¬ 
age problem between the Junior 
High School property and Spring- 
hill Lake. They also laid down 
crushed stone on the pathway 
along Crescent Rd. near Boxwood 
Village. In addition, they did 
some street patching, mainly on 
Edmonston Rd. and Gentry Drive 
(the latter reimbursable by Spring- 
hill Lake) but also including a 
badly rutted place in a concrete 
patch on Lakecrest Dr. that had 
been run over by vehicles before 
the concrete had dried. 

This week they paved with as¬ 
phalt around the net posts, which 
had been previously set in con¬ 
crete, for the tennis courts. A 
future job will be to build up the 
grade on both sides of the bridge 
across the overflow outlet for the 
lake so that vehicles can easily 
traverse it For this purpose they 
intend to utilize sections of bro¬ 
ken asphalt removed when the old 
tennis courts were repaved and 
presently stored in a pile not far 
from the bridge. 

The Parks crew continues with 
its clean-up job around the lake. 
Last week they cleared away un¬ 
needed trees and shrubs around 
the peninsula end of the lake. To 
aid in the further process of clean¬ 
ing the lake and its shoreline, the 
water level was reduced last week. 
City officials are currenty nego¬ 
tiating with a Boy Scout troop for 
further assistance in cleaning up 
the lake area. Target date for the 
job and for the lake to be refilled 
is well in advance of spring. 


ballots for the council to select 
Dick Pilski upon the resignation of 
Tom Canning. 

Gough himself was elected to 
fill the vacated seat of David 
Champion who resigned in July 
1967. At that time, council adopt¬ 
ed a rather novel election ap¬ 
proach. Council agreed that each 
member would name three candi¬ 
dates in the first voting. Then 
they would name two, and finally, 
on the next vote, each councilman 
would make one choice, with the 
winner requiring three votes (of 
the four councilman's votes). 
Gough received three votes on the 
final round of voting. There are 
seven months to go in his term. 

In other business, Council found 
itself reluctant to approve a drive¬ 
way already constructed on Gen¬ 
try Drive which did not fully meet 
the city’s and the county’s con¬ 
struction specifications although 
the contractor supposedly knew 
about such specifications when 
taking out his permit. Although 
the driveway has since been im¬ 
proved and approved by the city’s 
engineers, Council agreed to dis¬ 
cuss the matter further at its next 
meeting when it would question 
the contractor further on construc¬ 
tion. In addition, Council found 
difficulty in accepting the driveway 
when initial construction for Gen¬ 
try Drive has not been approved. 

In view of a $45,000 surplus in 
the budget. Council approved a 
$1,000 figure for survey work to 
designate pathway rights-of way 
in Boxwood and Lakewood and 
the surveying of property cor¬ 
ners on land to be acquired, the 
3.3 acres in the Bresler agreement 
and part of Parcel 15. 

Over $1600 in tax credits will now 
be refunded to GHI homeowners 
65 years old or older as approved 
by Council in accordance with 
county procedures for such cre¬ 
dits. 

Council voted to accept the City 
Manager's recommendation for the 
purchase of a multi-purpose 
crawler-loader-backhoe from Suit 
and Wells, although that company’s 
bid was $795 more than the lowest 
bid received. 8000. The Manager 
and Public Works Superintendent 
felt the additional expense was jus¬ 
tified, as the machine chosen had 
a longer backhoe, which is import¬ 
ant in ditch maintenance work, as 
well as additional features not 
found in the other company’s ma¬ 
chine. The $8,795 bid was still un¬ 
der the $12,000 the city allotted for 
the purchase of the machine. 

State Legislation 

Council voted to oppose Senate 
Bill 35, which would create a 
Prince Georges Public Safety Com¬ 
mission, mainly because they dis¬ 
approved of the structure of such 
a commission which proposed to 
make the president of the Munici¬ 
pal Police Association its adminis¬ 
trative head. 

Though Senate Bill 78, to allow 
some municipalities to contract with 
the State Police for additional pro¬ 
tection, does not particularly apply 
to Greenbelt, Council approved this 
bill as other areas of the state might 
very well benefit from such assist¬ 
ance. 

Another bill essentially designed 
to provide more public rather than 
executive hearings, was opposed 
by Council as being too restrictive. 
In particular, the bill had attend¬ 
ance requirements for legislators 
which would make violators sub¬ 
ject to a misdemeanor and a $500 
fine. 

Finally, Council passed a resolu¬ 
tion expressing the City’s sym¬ 
pathy to Mayor William Gullett of 
College Park, whose police-private 
son was killed in the line of duty 
last Sunday. City flags flew at half 
mast.

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Budget Surplus Predicted 


and Fiscal Needs Cited 

A budgetary surplus of at least 
$45,000 for fiscal year 1969 is 
anticipated by City Manager James 
K, Giese, the city council was told 
early this month. The major fac¬ 
tor contributing to this surplus is 
additional city revenue from Mary¬ 
land State income tax receipts 
which were not estimated at the 
time the budget was adopted last 
June. 

At the same time, Giese noted 
that there were several expendi¬ 
ture items that could use bolster¬ 
ing. These include: 

(1) Street contractual mainte¬ 
nance. Bids received for this work 
have exceeded budgeted funds by 
$3,450 and the program has been 
curtailed. 

(2) Replacement of tires for 
front end loader. This item, cost¬ 
ing $3,900, was not included in the 
budget. 

(3) Engineering plans for Re¬ 
search Road. $3,500 is needed to 
prepare plans for improving drain¬ 
age facilities and providing addi¬ 
tional parking shoulder on Re¬ 
search between Ridge and Hillside. 

(4) Designation of pathway 
rights-of-way in Boxwood and 
Lakewood. $1,000 is needed to con¬ 
duct survey work to determine 
rights-of-way location and also to 
determine property corners for new 
property coming under city owner¬ 
ship. 

(5) Silt basins at Greenbelt Lake. 
Two silt settling basins, costing 
$1,500, are needed for the penin¬ 
sula end of the lake. 

(6) Storm drainage work at 
Greenbelt Lake. The city desires 
to pipe the open ditch next to the 
playing field at the bay end of the 
lake and cover it so as to enlarge 
the playing field. As a start, $1,800 
will purchase pipe. 

(7) Color surface for tennis 
courts, including final leveling ad¬ 
justments. Cost: $5,000. 

(8) Replacement of police clerk 
desk. Cost: $300.

1969 Tag Procedures 

Maryland Commissioner of Mo¬ 
tor Vehicles, John R. Jewell, an¬ 
nounced that applications for the 
renewal of Class “A” passenger car 
and motorcycle tags have been 
mailed to one and one-half million 
Maryland motorists; new 1969 tags 
may be purchased on Monday, Feb¬ 
ruary 17, but by law cannot be 
displayed prior to March 1. 

The ’69 tags will have blue let¬ 
ters and numerals on a white back¬ 
ground. The current ’68 tags ex¬ 
pire at midnight, March 31. 

At the same time Commissioner 
Jewell warned, “motorists who 
have changed their address from 
the preceding year and have not 
notified the Department of their 
new address may not receive their 
applications.” 

Vehicle owners who have not 
received their application by Feb¬ 
ruary 25 should immediately notify 
the Department in writing, fur¬ 
nishing the exact name as shown 
on their 1968 registration card, 
along with the 1968 tag number 
and their current address. 

If an owner receives notice 
advising that his application has 
been forwarded to the Municipal 
Court of Baltimore City for un¬ 
satisfied warrents, he must first 
obtain his tag application from the 
Cashier’s Office of the Traffic Divi¬ 
sion of the Baltimore City Muni¬ 
cipal Court. 

Commissioner Jewell cautioned 
motorists to check carefully the 
following items when filing their 
applications: 

1. Enclose the proper fee as 
shown on the face of the applica¬ 
tion. Read bulletin entitled, 
“SPECIAL NOTICE — IN¬ 
CREASED TAG FEES” enclosed 
with each application. Avoid de¬ 
lays by having applications re¬ 
turned for insufficient fees. 

2. Check correct name and ad¬ 
dress of owner and/or co-owner’s 
drivers license(s) n umber(s).
